Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 3 5 U. S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 35 1 (a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under 

section 1 22(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 
21 (2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a). 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Leupin et al, 
US 6,384,011. 

Leupin et al teach laundry detergent compositions containing anionically modified 
cellulosic polymers (see abstract). Note that these polymers contain metal cations (col. 2, 
lines 59-60). An example of such a composition comprises surfactant, builder, bleach, enzyme, 
and modified cellulosic polymer (col. 13, example 1). As this reference meets all material 
limitations of the claims at hand, the reference is anticipatory.
